'Harbor  Master'  —  shall  include  assistant  harbor  masters  duly  appointed 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

"Boat'  —  shall  include  ship,  vessel,  steamer  or  any  other  type  of  water 

craft. 

'Person'  —  shall  include  individuals,  corporations,  societies,  associations 
and  partnerships. 

'Swampscott  Waters'  —  are  those  lying  off  the  town's  shores. 

Section  II.  No  master,  or  person  acting  as  master,  owner,  custodian  or 
other  person  shall  moor  or  anchor  any  boat  within  the  limits  of  Swampscott 
Harbor,  or  in  any  waters  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  harbor  master,  without 
first  obtaining  from  him  a  permit  to  anchor  or  moor  said  boat.  The  harbor 
master  shall  approve  the  anchorage  or  a  place  of  mooring  for  said  boat.  No 
person  carrying  passengers  for  hire  shall  embark  or  disembark  such  passengers 
at  the  town  pier  or  float  except  by  permission  of  the  harbor  master  and  Board 
of  Selectmen  in  writing. 

Section  III.  No  boat  shall  exceed  the  speed  of  five  (5)  knots  or  cause 
a  disturbing  wake  within  the  confines  of  Swampscott  Harbor. 

Section  IV.  Any  person  skin-diving  in  Swampscott  Harbor  shall: 

(a)  display  a  diver's  flag  consisting  of  a  red  field  and  a  white  diagonal 
stripe  of  suff^icient  size  not  less  than  twelve  (12)  inches  square. 

(b)  display  said  flag  on  a  float  or  other  similar  device  holding  said  flag 
upright  at  a  height  sufficient  to  be  visible  to  passing  boats. 

(c)  tow  the  aforesaid  float  and  flag  with  him  while  he  is  submerged  in 
water  and  surface  thereunder,  unless  for  commercial  purposes,  permission  in 
writing  is  granted  by  the  harbor  master  to  otherwise  display  flags  for  the  pro- 
tection of  divers  in  Swampscott  Harbor. 

Section  V.  No  person  shall  operate  a  boat  in  Sw^ampscott  Harbor  while 
towing  water  skiers,  aqua-planes,  or  other  similar  devices  except  in  connection 
with  water  carnivals  and  exhibitions  authorized  by  the  harbor  master  or  during 
the  period  from  November  1st  to  April  1st  of  each  year. 

Section  VI.  No  person  shall  operate  a  boat  in  Swampscott  waters  within 
three  hundred  (300)  feet  of  any  public  bathing  beach  while  towing  water 
skiers,  aqua-planes,  or  similar  devices  except  during  the  period  from  November 
1st  to  April  1st  of  each  year. 

Section  VII.  All  motorboats  must  (except  when  prevented  by  a  narrow 
channel  or  when  approaching  or  leaving  the  shore  or  other  boats  or  rounding 
sharp  bends)  keep  one  hundred  fifty  (150)  feet  distant  from  anchored  or 
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moored  boats,  piers,  rafts,  floats,  a  line  of  floats  outlining  swimming  areas, 
skin  divers  flags,  or  the  shore.  In  all  such  cases  the  speed  of  such  motorboats 
shall  be  reduced  to  headway  speed,  so  as  to  provide  full  visibility  and  control, 
and  prevent  their  wash  from  being  thrown  into,  or  causing  excessive  rocking 
to  other  boats,  barges,  aquaplanes  or  other  devices  being  towed  by  power.  The 
operator  of  a  towing  boat  shall  be  responsible  for  compliance  therewith. 

Section  VIII.  The  invalidity  of  any  section  or  provision  of  this  by-law 
shall  not  invalidate  any  other  section  or  provision  thereof. 

Section  IX.  Whoever  violates  any  section  or  provision  of  this  by-law 
shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  twenty  ($20.00)  dollars  for  each 
offense.

"Boat"  shall  include  ship,  vessel,  steamer  or  any  other  type  of  water  craft. 

"Swampscott  Waters"  are  those  lying  off  the  town's  shores. 

Section  II.  No  person  shall  moor  or  permanently  anchor  any  boat  within  the 
limits  of  Swampscott  Harbor,  or  in  any  waters  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
harbor  master,  without  first  obtaining  from  him  a  permit  to  anchor  or  moor  such 
boat.  The  harbor  master  shall  approve  the  anchorage  or  place  of  mooring  for  such 
boat.  Njoi  person  carrying  passengers  for  hire  shall  embark  or  disembark  such  pas- 
sengers at  the  town  pier  or  float  except  by  permission  of  the  harbor  master  and 
Board  of  Selectmen  in  writing. 

Section  III.  No  boat  shall  exceed  the  speed  of  five  (5)  knots  or  cause  a  dis- 
turbing wake  within  the  confines  of  Swampscott  Harbor. 

Section  IV.  Any  person  skin-diving  in  Swampscott  Harbor  shall: 

(a)  display  a  diver's  flag,  consisting  of  a  red  field  and  a  white  diagonal  stripe, 
not  less  than  twelve  (12)  inches  square. 

(b)  display  said  flag  on  a  float  or  similar  device  holding  such  flag  upright  at 
a  height  sufficient  to  be  visible  to  passing  boats. 

(c)  tow  such  float  and  flag  with  him  while  he  is  submerged  in  water  unless 
permission  in  writing  is  granted  by  the  harbor  master  to  otherwise  display  flags 
for  the  protection  of  divers  in  Swampscott  Harbor. 

Section  V.  No  person  shall  tow  water  skiers  or  aqua-planes  or  similar  devices 
in  Swampscott  Harbor,  except  in  connection  with  water  carnivals  and  exhibitions 
authorized  by  the  harbor  master  or  during  the  period  from  November  1st  to 
April  1st. 

Section  VI.  No  person  shall  tow  water  skiers  or  aqua-planes  or  similar  devices 
in  Swampscott  waters  within  three  hundred  (300)  feet  of  any  public  bathing 
beach,  except  during  the  period  from  November  1st  to  April  1st. 

Section  VII.  All  motorboats  must  (except  when  prevented  by  a  narrow  chan- 
nel or  when  approaching  or  leaving  the  shore  or  other  boats  or  rounding  sharp 
bends)  keep  one  hundred  fifty  (150)  feet  distant  from  anchored  or  moored  boats, 
piers,  rafts,  floats,  lines  of  floats  outlining  swimming  areas,  skin  divers'  flags,  or 
the  shore.  In  all  such  exceptions  the  speed  of  such  motorboats  shall  be  reduced 
to  headway  speed,  so  as  to  provide  full  visibility  and  control,  and  prevent  their 
wash  from  being  thrown  into,  or  causing  excessive  rocking  to,  other  boats.  The 
operator  of  a  towing  boat  shall  be  responsible  for  compliance  herewith. 

Section  VIII.  The  invalidity  of  any  section  or  provision  of  this  by-law  shall 
not  invalidate  any  other  section  or  provision  thereof. 

Section  IX.  Whoever  violates  any  section  or  provision  of  this  by-law  shall 
be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  twenty  ($20.00)  dollars  for  each  offense.

New  methods  are  being  devised  to  solve  many  troublesome  problems,  but 
there  has  been  a  notable  increase  in  business  activity,  though  unemployment  con- 
tinues at  too  high  a  level.  Automation  continues  to  challenge  the  nation;  means 
of  using  displaced  v^^orkers  are  under  study.  The  Common  Market,  with  the 
possibility  of  a  "tariff  wall"  to  shut  out  products  of  the  United  States,  is  an  issue 
which  demands  immediate  solution.  For  without  our  foreign  trade  the  nation 
will  suffer  drastically.  Internationally,  there  appears  to  be  a  new  crisis  every  month, 
but  the  situation  now  appears  more  hopeful. 

Increasing  tax  burdens  are  predicated  upon  increasing  business  activity.  Yet 
there  remains  the  problem  of  to  what  extent  the  state  should  aid  the  municipalities 
in  easing  their  real  estate  taxes. 

Despite  the  many  and  complex  problems,  there  is  an  air  of  optimism.

The  Board  of  Public  Works  herewith  submits  its  sixth  annual  report  to  the 
citizens  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott  for  the  year  1961. 

Mr.  Francis  N.  Lang  was  unanimously  elected  Chairman  for  1961  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Board  held  after  Town  Meeting.  He  served  as  Chairman  until 
September  30,  1961  when  he  resigned  from  the  Board.  At  a  joint  convention  of 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  two  remaining  members  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Works,  Mr.  George  J.  Burke  was  elected  to  the  Board  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of 
Mr.  Lang.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  held  on  October  19,  1961, 
Mr.  Alfred  N.  Frazier  was  elected  Chairman. 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  for  administrative  purposes  are  divided 
into  six  service  divisions.  A  general  report  of  each  division's  activity  follows  with 
a  summary  of  accomplishments  completes  the  1961  report. 

CEMETERY  DIVISION 

This  Division  has  four  employees,  and  with  assistance  from  other  Divisions, 
especially  before  Memorial  Day,  the  Cemetery  is  maintained,  and  the  Town  can 
well  be  pleased  with  a  job  well  done. 

The  completion  of  an  undeveloped  area,  to  the  left  of  the  Veterans  Lot,, 
into  a  rock  garden  has  beautified  this  section  and  many  complimentary  remarks 
have  been  received  on  the  appearance. 

There  were  85  interments  from  December  6,  I960  to  December  27,  1961. 
All  receipts  for  interments,  lot  sales,  liners,  foundations,  etc.,  were  paid  to  the 
Town  Treasurer. 

The  section  of  the  Cemetery  developed  in  1956  has  all  been  sold  and  the 
section  developed  in  I960  was  opened  in  February,  1961,  this  section  should  last 
about  two  years.  A  large  new  area  is  being  developed  containing  about  700  lots. 
The  drainage  of  about  1000  lineal  feet  of  various  size  pipes  from  36-inch  to  24- 
inth  with  catch  basins  and  manholes  has  been  installed  in  this  area,  with  the 
existing  gravel  fill  leveled  off  in  preparation  for  the  fine  gravel  fill  to  be  placed  in 
the  spring  of  1962.  Loam  has  been  purchased  for  placing  on  the  lots  to  be 
developed.  Bituminous  concrete  roads  will  be  constructed  and  a  granite  wall  will 
be  built  on  Essex  Street.  Diseased  and  rotted  trees  have  been  removed.  The  stone 
wall  of  the  Chapel  should  be  pointed  in  1962.  A  new  3-stall  garage  should, be 
constructed  to  replace  the  old  office  building  in  the  old  section  of  the  cemetery.

ENGINEERING  DIVISION 

This  Division  has  four  permanent  employees  and  two  Northeastern  students. 

Engineering  services  furnished  by  this  Division  for  the  year  1961  included 
land  surveying,  preparations  of  record  plans,  writing  descriptions  of  properties  and 
easements,  correcting  maps  for  the  Assessor's  Department  in  accordance  with  land 
transfers  as  received  from  the  Registry  of  Deeds,  computation  of  assessments 
quantities,  cost  estimating,  designing  of  various  works  and  structures,  preparation 
of  contracts  including  specifications  and  drawings,  laying  out  and  supervising  the 
work  on  various  construction  projects,  and  the  furnishing  of  engineering  data  to 
private  engineers,  surveyors,  attorneys  and  the  general  public.  The  apportionment 
of  these  services  is  shown  in  the  following  table:

Because  projects  requiring  engineering  services  are  usually  described  in  the 
annual  reports  of  the  various  divisions  and  departments  concerned,  no  listing  of 
such  projects  is  repeated  here. 

fflGHWAY  DIVISION 

This  Division  has  twenty-two  employees,  and  from  this  Division  assistance 
is  given  to  the  other  Divisions  requiring  added  personnel  for  short  periods  of  time 
and  for  special  priority  projects. 

As  voted  by  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  various  streets  were  reconstructed 
with  bituminous  concrete,  granite  curbs  and  granite  corner  curbs  installed,  bitumi- 
nous concrete  curbs  placed. 

Other  streets  were  seal  coated  with  asphalt  and  pea  stone,  and  gravel  streets 
were  oiled  and  sand  covered. 

Under  general  maintenance  all  catch  basins  were  cleaned  in  the  spring  and 
fall,  streets  and  sidewalks  were  swept,  patched,  plowed,  sanded  and  repaired. 
Beaches  were  cleaned,  drains  flushed  and  repaired. 
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In  the  fall  the  leaf  machine  does  a  remarkable  job  of  cleaning  up  leaves. 

Traffic  lines  and  signs  were  replaced  by  this  Division  for  the  Police  Depart- 
ment, and  cross  walks  on  Humphrey  Street  were  again  painted  a  solid  traffic 
green  for  the  safety  of  the  pedestrians. 

Many  new  bituminous  concrete  sidewalks  were  constructed  under  the  Con- 
tinuous Sidewalk  Program  and  other  old  bituminous  concrete  sidewalks  were  re- 
surfaced under  the  Sidewalk  Replacement  Fund. 

The  additional  summer  employees  that  are  procured  from  the  eligible  civil 
service  list  are  high  school  and  college  students.  These  employees  are  used  in 
various  capacities  such  as  wheeling  bituminous  concrete,  assisting  in  curb  laying, 
cutting  grass,  beach  cleaning,  etc.  This  past  summer  all  regular  Public  Works 
Employees,  except  an  emergency  crew,  were  given  the  first  two  weeks  in  July  as 
vacations,  and  with  the  summer  help  assisting  the  emergency  crew,  all  maintenance 
work  continued  as  usual.  All  major  construction  projects  were  suspended  for  this 
period. 

PARK  DIVISION 

This  Division  has  twelve  employees. 

Going  into  the  new  year  with  ice  from  Christmas  week,  good  ice  was  main- 
tained at  the  hockey  rink  for  twenty-eight  (28)  days  and  at  Abbott  Park  for 
slightly  less,  due  to  flooding  conditions  that  requires  the  frost  to  penetrate  deeply 
into  the  ground  before  water  can  be  applied.  Snow  removal  is  also  more  difficult 
at  Abbott  Park.  The  assignment  of  one  of  the  division  men  to  be  a  skating  partolman 
kept  the  skaters  from  the  hockey  players.  A  time  switch  installed  on  the  floodlight 
allowed  for  longer  night  skating. 

Throughout  the  winter  season  the  men  and  equipment  worked  with  the  High- 
way Division  on  snow  plowing  and  snow  removal. 

Servicing  spring  football,  track,  baseball  and  tennis,  followed  by  the  planting 
of  flower  beds  and  the  general  cleanup  of  shrub  beds,  grass  maintenance,  and  beach 
cleaning. 

The  summer  season  extra  men  were  added  to  care  for  the  cleaning  of  beaches, 
life  guards,  a  beach  policeman,  parking  space  attendants  and  help  for  the  various 
fifty-six  (56)  acres  of  parks.  A  new  large  tractor  drawn  aerifier  was  added  to  the 
equipment  and  all  athletic  fields  were  spiked,  thus  allowing  a  deeper  penetration 
of  grass  roots.  The  result  was  gratifying  by  stronger  turf  in  the  stadium.  New 
football  regulations  required  the  widening  of  the  goal  posts  so  the  entire  field  was 
relocated. 

The  fine  new  pier,  having  been  accepted  by  the  Public  Works  Board,  was 
placed  under  the  Park  Division  for  maintenance.  It  was  patrolled  by  regular 
policemen. 

The  Division  lost  by  death  its  foreman,  Mr.  Frank  Buonanduci,  who  served 
the  Town  for  thirty  years. 

SHADE  TREES:  A  total  of  208  shade  trees  were  planted,  continuing  as  in 
past  years.  Flowering  hawthornes,  flowering  cherries,  sugar  maples,  and  tailored 
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trees  were  used.  Vandalism  and  accidents  caused  a  fall  replacement  of  ten  sugar 
maples.  All  dangerous  and  diseased  trees  were  removed  and  their  stumps  eliminated 
by  our  stump  cutter.  Large  protruding  roots  were  either  eliminated  or  flattened  for 
new  sidewalk  construction. 

Fifty-one  (51)  elm  trees,  the  result  of  the  Dutch  Elm  disease,  were  removed. 
Other  elms  were  sprayed  at  least  twice  with  D.D.T.,  Malathion  and  Sevin.  Many 
of  the  finer  elms  were  sprayed  with  a  liquid  fertilizer. 

During  the  spraying  season  all  hawthornes  were  sprayed  with  applications  of 
Ferbam,  Zineb,  Malathion  and  Sevin.  The  work  of  the  solitary  leaf  miner  and 
the  twig  pruner  caused  great  trouble  with  oak  trees.  The  annual  yard  to  yard 
spraying  was  carried  out  for  a  ten-week  period. 

SEWER  DIVISION 

This  Division  has  four  employees  and  they  are  responsible  for  the  maintenance 
and  repairs  of  all  Main  Sewers.  They  also  clean  all  brooks  and  maintain  the 
operation  and  up-keep  of  the  motorized  equipment  at  the  Sewer  Pumping  Station. 

The  following  work  was  completed  in  1961 : 

(a)  Particular  Sewers  inspected    28  House  connections 

(b)  Main  Sewers  rodded  and  inspected    280  Streets 

(c)  Main  Sewers  cleaned  and  flushed    220  Streets 

(d)  Loose  manhole  covers  sealed    32  Manholes 

(e)  Sewer  lines  excavated  and  repaired    12  Streets 

(f)  Sewage  pumpings  for  1961   427,490,000  Gallons 

The  men  of  this  Division  assist  in  the  construction  of  new  roads,  raising  man- 
hole rings  and  covers,  and  the  new  construction  of  drains,  manholes  and  catch 
basins. 

A  new  tide  gate  was  installed  in  the  Marshall  Street  Drain.  The  construction 
and  installation  was  completed  by  the  personnel  of  this  Division  with  the  assist- 
ance of  the  Engineering  Division. 

The  wooden  culvert  at  Preston  Beach,  which  was  demolished  by  high  tides 
and  storms,  was  temporarily  repaired  with  reinforced  cement  concrete  pipe  until  a 
permanent  reinforced  cement  concrete  culvert  is  constructed. 

All  this  work  was  made  possible  without  interference  with  the  Sewer  Mainte- 
nance by  additional  help  from  the  Summer  Help  Program. 

With  the  purchase  of  the  new  four-wheel  drive  jeep,  the  personnel  assists  in 
road  plowing,  thereby  eliminating  hiring  a  truck  from  a  private  contractor. 

A  stand-by  operation  to  attend  the  motorized  equipment  in  the  Pumping 
Station,  is  in  effect  as  a  twenty-four  hour  surveillance  must  be  maintained  during 
week-ends  and  holidays.  This  must  be  carried  on  to  operate  the  equipment  during 
excessive  rain  storms  and  proper  operation  of  the  sewer  system. 

The  combined  operation  of  the  chlorinator  and  the  Division  Chamber  relieved 
the  pollution  in  Stacey  Brook.  The  cost  of  operating  the  Chlorinator  is  assumed 
on  a  cooperative  basis  by  the  Town  and  the  City  of  Lynn. 
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WATER  DIVISION 

This  Division  has  eight  employees. 

During  the  year  1961,  the  following  work  has  been  accomplished  by  this 
Division:  66  service  leaks  repaired,  22  services  renewed,  41  new  services  installed, 
15  services  cleaned  out,  15  services  renewed  from  the  main  to  the  sidewalk,  4 
services  renewed  from  the  sidewalk  to  the  meter,  75  service  boxes  repaired,  20 
frozen  services  thawed,  5  frozen  meters  repaired,  90  meter  leaks  repaired,  260 
meters  turned  on  and  off,  3  hydrants  repaired,  3  broken  hydrants  replaced,  3 
hydrants  relocated. 

Breaks  were  repaired  in  two  of  our  larger  mains. 

In  the  streets  under  construction  all  the  old  iron  services  were  renewed  from 
the  main  to  the  sidewalk,  the  service  boxes  and  gate  boxes  were  brought  to  grade 
and  a  constant  vigilance  was  kept  during  construction  to  insure  that  these  struc- 
tures were  maintained  in  good  order. 

180  lineal  feet  of  6"  cast  iron  cement  lined  main  was  installed  in  Hanley  Road. 

243  lineal  feet  of  12"  and  8"  cast  iron  cement  lined  mains  were  extended  in 
Parsons  Drive. 

Meters  were  read  quarterly. 

Hydrants  were  flushed  in  the  spring  and  inspected  and  winterized  in  the  late 

fall. 

We  are  continuing  to  make  progress  in  the  improvements  to  the  system.  A 
new  regulating  valve  has  been  installed  in  New  Ocean  Street,  at  the  beginning  of 
our  supply  from  the  M.D.C.  system.  A  telemetering  device  has  been  installed  at 
the  standpipe  in  conjunction  with  the  new  regulator  in  order  that  a  more  constant 
head  may  be  maintained  in  the  standpipe  for  the  purpose  of  sustaining  a  more 
constant  pressure  in  the  system. 

The  installation  of  280  lineal  feet  of  10''  cast  iron  cement  lined  pipe  in  Den- 
nison  Avenue  from  the  12"  main  in  Salem  Street  to  the  10"  main  in  Humphrey 
-Street  has  been  completed. 

In  Ryan  Place  the  2"  main  has  been  replaced  with  366  lineal  feet  of  6"  cast 
iron  cement  lined  pipe. 

The  installation  of  a  10"  cast  iron  cement  lined  main  from  the  10"  main  in 
Humphrey  Street,  through  Forest  Avenue,  tying  in  Witman  Road  and  eventually 
-connecting  into  the  10"  main  in  Forest  Avenue  near  Laurel  Road  is  in  progress. 

The  installation  of  the  above  new  water  mains  are  in  accordance  with  the  plan 
to  improve  the  water  distribution  system  in  the  Town  of  Swampscott. 

Assistance  was  given  by  this  Division  in  snow  removal,  road  building,  curb 
laying  and  New  Cemetery  Development. 

PUBLIC  WORKS  GARAGE 

This  Division  has  two  mechanics  and  they  are  responsible  for  the  maintenance, 
xepair  and  overhaul  of  all  the  motorized  equipment  in  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
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ment.  A  preventive  maintenance  prograin  has  been  put  into  operation,  and  this 
has  checked  many  large  repair  jobs  on  the  equipment. 

The  mechanics  have  completely  overhauled  six  (6)  four-wheel  drive  jeeps 
and  replaced  all  worn  parts,  also  new  liners  w^ere  installed  in  the  bodies.  Engines 
were  overhauled  in  the  t\s'0  older  dump  trucks,  the  sno-go  had  a  new  shute  installed 
and  needed  repairs  made  to  other  parts  of  the  truck  unit.  The  Public  Works  De- 
partment has  47  pieces  of  mechanized  equipment  which  require  repairs,  oil  changes, 
lubrication  and  tune  up  and  the  two  mechanics  have  done  an  outstanding  job  of 
keeping  all  this  equipment  operating.

Catch  basins  and  manhole  constructed. 
Area  partially  graded.

Chapter  90  —  1961  —  Reconstruct  Puritan  Road  from  Robin  Lane  to  Little's  Point 
Road 

This  section  of  Puritan  Road  completes  the  full  depth  construction  of  the 
entire  length  of  Puritan  Road.  New  drainage  was  installed,  4400  lineal  feet 
of  granite  curb  installed  and  one-half  mile  of  roadway  constructed  with 
bituminous  concrete,  and  one  mile  of  bituminous  concrete  sidewalks  were 
constructed  on  this  section  of  Puritan  Road.  This  was  a  tremendous  project 
needed  for  many  years. 

Chapter  90  —  1961  —  Reconstructed  Humphrey  Street  from  Salem  Street  to  Mar- 
blehead Line 

This  section  of  Humphrey  Street  completes  the  reconstruction  of  the  entire 
length  of  Humphrey  Street.  New  drainage  was  installed,  2200  lineal  feet  of 
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granite  curb  and  2200  lineal  feet  of  bituminous  concrete  curb  installed,  and 
one-half  mile  of  roadway  constructed  with  bituminous  concrete,  and  one  mile 
of  bituminous  concrete  sidewalks  were  constructed  on  this  section  of  Hum- 
phrey Street.  This  also  was  a  rather  large  project. 

Article  7  —  1958  —  Construct  Drain  in  Ryan  Place 

The  construction  of  a  drain  in  Ryan  Place  became  involved  because  of  ledge 
formation.  The  entire  20-foot  width  was  drilled,  blasted,  excavated  and  bade-  : 
filled  with  gravel.  This  required  the  removal  of  existing  water  and  gas  mains. 
A  12-inch  reinforced  concrete  pipe  drain  was  installed  with  required  catch 
basins  and  manholes.  Then  new  water  and  gas  mains  were  installed  and  the 
entire  width  of  street  was  graded  and  paved  with  bituminous  concrete.  This 
project  has  eliminated  a  dangerous  ice  condition  forming  on  Ryan  Place  and 
spreading  onto  Essex  Street,  a  heavily  traveled  road.

The  men  assigned  to  the  Water  Division  replaced  old  Water  Services,  then 
would  assist  by  laying  drains  and  granite  corner  curbs.  The  men  assigned  to  the 
Sewer  Division  would  check  all  Particular  Sewers,  then  assist  by  constructing  man- 
holes and  catch  basins.  The  Park  Division  personnel  assisted  by  driving  trucks,  re- 
moving trees,  stumps  and  roots.  The  Cemetery  Division  personnel  assisted  by 
driving  trucks  and  hauling  loam  and  gravel.  The  Highway  Division  personnel  ac- 
complished the  rough  work  of  grading  all  roads  and  sidewalks  in  preparation  for 
the  laying  of  bituminous  concrete.  The  Engineering  Division  personnel  did  an 
outstanding  job  of  laying  out  this  tremendous  program  without  causing  delays  in 
the  construction  proi>res3.  They  furnish  all  the  ei^'neering  laying  out,  grades 
and  inspection  for  all  the  water,  sewer,  streets,  sidewalks  and  other  projects  for  the 
Town  of  Swampscott. 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  wishes  to  extend  its  thanks  to  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Planning  Board,  the  Board  of  Health,  the 
Citizens  of  Swampscott,  the  Supervisors  and  Personnel  of  the  Public  Works  De- 
partment for  the  assistance  and  co-operation  given  to  the  Department  in  making 
the  sixth  year  under  Public  Works  a  success.

An 
article  covering  the  above  recommendation,  and  the  purchase  of  a  new  chief's 
car  will  be  inserted  in  the  1962  annual  town  warrant. 

FIRE  PREVENTION 

Men  of  this  department  have  marked  the  location  of  hydrants  by  painting 
a  yellow^  band  on  poles  nearest  the  hydrant.  This  method  enables  our  department 
to  more  readily  locate  hydrants,  especially  during  the  winter  months  when  the 
hydrants  are  sometimes  buried  in  snow. 

Drilling  and  training  of  firefighters  in  modern  firefighting  techniques,  and 
in  the  use  of  equipment  and  appliances  was  carried  out  during  the  year.  This 
continuous  training  program  is  necessary  in  order  that  wt  maintain  a  high  standard 
of  efficiency. 

Our  usual  inspection  program  was  continued  throughout  the  year  and  all 
buildings  permitted  by  law^  were  inspected. 

Inspection  of  private  dwellings  are  invited,  all  that  is  necessary  is  to  telephone 
the  Central  Fire  Station  and  an  inspector  will  be  dispatched  to  your  home. 

Our  practice  of  spraying  Christmas  trees  with  fire  retardant  solution  was 
continued  and  many  residents  took  advantage  of  this  serv^ice.

This  year  132  deaths  occurred  among  Swampscott  residents  providing  a  crude 
death  rate  of  9.9  per  thousand  population,  a  slight  decrease  from  last  year's  rate 
of  10.3.  The  average  age  at  death  was  67.5  years,  and  diseases  of  the  heart  and 
circulatory  system  continued  to  lead  the  causes  of  death  with  81  followed  by  cancer 
with  18,  prematurity  5,  pneumonia  9,  accidents  3,  suicides  2,  and  14  miscellaneous 
causes. 

Births  totaled  190  through  October  with  ten  of  these  being  premature  and 
one  half  of  the  premature  infants  died  shortly  after  birth.  This  mortality  rate  is 
rather  high  compared  to  our  five  years  average  of  34.4%.

There  was  a  substantial  decrease  in  the  number  of  diseases  reported,  and  this 
was  largely  due  to  a  lower  incidence  of  common  childhood  diseases.  We  were 
pleased  to  note  our  6th  consecutive  year  without  a  case  of  polio.  Three  new  cases 
of  tuberculosis  were  reported  however,  hospitalization  was  required  in  only  two 
cases  and  the  third  one  was  placed  on  chemotherapy  at  home.  With  modern  drug 
therapy  the  hospitalization  of  these  two  cases  was  substantially  reduced  and  they 
were  able  to  return  home  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  our  Tuberculosis  Patch  testing  program  635  persons  were  tested  in  Grades 
1,  7,  and  11.  Four  children  were  found  to  be  positive  reactors,  and  subsequent 
X-rays  indicated  none  of  these  had  active  tuberculosis.  Ghest  X-rays  and  tuberculin 
tests  are  the  two  principal  methods  of  detecting  unknown  cases,  and  according  to 
current  Public  Health  Service  estimates  there  are  150,000  known  active  cases  of 
tuberculosis  in  the  country  with  possibly  an  additional  100,000  awaiting  discovery. 

In  1959  the  Federal  Government  in  cooperation  with  the  National  Tubercu- 
losis Association  sponsored  a  conference  of  the  leading  professional  workers  in  the 
field  of  tuberculosis  control  at  the  Arden  House  in  Harriman,  New  York.  This 
conference  was  held  for  the  purpose  of  assessing  the  problem  of  Tuberculosis  and 
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recommending  measures  to  eliminate  the  disease  as  a  Public  Health  problem.  Suc- 
cessive conferences  have  been  held  in  the  State  and  County  levels,  and  in  Essex 
County  the  Swampscott  Public  Health  Nurse  was  chosen  as  Chairman  of  our  County 
conference  held  in  June  at  Danvers.  The  recommendations  of  this  conference  were: 
1  —  Local  Public  Health  Authorities,  and  Voluntary  Agencies  take  the  initiative 
in  supporting  and  implementing  the  plan  of  the  State  Health  Department  to  estab- 
lish a  strong  system  of  clinics  in  the  county  for  the  early  detection  of  and  follow-up 
of  tubercular  patients  and  2  —  That  detected  cases  receive  prompt  medical  treat- 
ment in  accordance  with  a  procedural  guide  and  recommendations  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Department  of  Public  Health  and  the  Massachusetts  Thoracic  Society. 

At  the  State  level,  a  recent  evaluation  of  the  tuberculosis  hospital  facilities 
has  led  to  the  passage  of  a  bill  providing  for  State  Control  and  the  consolidation  of 
these  existing  Hospitals.  Beginning  in  1963  Essex  County  Hospital  will  be  closed 
to  tuberculosis  patients  and  Swampscott  residents  will  be  required  to  use  the 
facilities  at  Waltham. 

In  our  Immunization  programs  270  children  in  Grades  1,  6,  and  11  received 
booster  doses  of  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus  vaccine,  and  518  children  received  booster 
doses  of  polio  vaccine. 

Our  Dental  Inspection  program  continues  to  show  dental  defects  among  our 
children  is  a  major  problem.  However,  improvements  have  been  noted  between 
May  and  December  examinations  in  the  elementary  schools  as  the  number  of  defect 
notices  decreased  from  480  to  435. 

At  our  annual  Rabies  Clinic  257  dogs  were  inoculated  with  rabies  vaccine 
and  an  additional  54  dogs  received  private  inoculations.  Our  estimated  canine 
population  for  this  period  was  6l4. 

Routine  samplings  from  most  of  the  Town's  Bathing  Beaches  and  Swimming 
Pools  indicated  these  areas  were  relatively  free  from  sewage  pollution.  However, 
a  defective  building  sewer  line  was  found  to  be  discharging  sewage  into  a  town 
drain  which  empties  on  one  of  the  beaches.  The  condition  was  promptly  corrected 
and  it  was  not  necessary  to  close  the  beach. 

As  no  funds  were  appropriated  at  the  Town  Meeting  to  begin  the  sewerage 
and  drainage  project  in  Little's  Point,  the  Board  has  been  resurveying  this  area  and 
will  have  to  require  each  resident  whose  sewage  and  drainage  facilities  are  not 
operating  properly  to  take  corrective  measures. 

Plumbing  permits  issued  this  year  totaled  436  an  increase  of  52  over  the 
previous  year. 

As  a  result  of  the  Town  Meeting's  acceptance  of  the  State  Gas  Code  in  which 
the  Board  of  Health  was  designated  to  appoint  the  Plumbing  Inspectors  to  the 
position  of  Gas  Inspectors,  the  Board  of  Health  proceeded  to  implement  a  Town 
Gas  Fitting  inspection  program,  however,  the  Lynn  Gas  Company  opposed  the 
program  and  appealed  the  action  of  the  Gas  Inspector  and  the  Board  of  Health  to 
the  State  Regulatory  Board  for  Gas  piping.  A  Hearing  on  this  appeal  was  held 
at  the  State  House  on  November  17,  1961  but  no  decision  was  issued  by  the  close 
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of  the  year,  and  the  program  as  originally  implemented  with  minor  changes  has 
been  continued. 

The  occupation  of  our  Conference  Room  by  the  Selective  Service  Board  has 
continued  to  hamper  this  department  especially  during  Board  Meetings  when  con- 
fidential matters  are  being  discussed  while  the  Nurse  is  administering  Polio  Vaccine 
or  Plumbers  are  obtaining  plumbing  permits.  We  hope  this  problem  will  soon  be 
resolved. 

This  report  is  submitted  in  narrative  form  in  keeping  with  the  Town  policy, 
and  more  detailed  information  will  be  furnished  upon  request.

During  1961,  twenty-nine  claims  under  Workmen's  Compensation  involving 
employees  of  the  Town  were  reported.  Of  these,  two  employees  were  disabled 
more  than  seven  days. 

Compensation  payments  to  or  on  behalf  of  the  employees  amounted  to ! 
$2,676.84,  somewhat  higher  than  the  previous  year. 

Cooperation  of  the  employees  of  the  Town  continues  to  be  excellent  and 
particular  acknowledgment  is  due  the  Town  Counsel,  Town  Accountant  and  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  office  personnel.

The  Swampscott  Housing  Authority  submits  its  annual  report  for  the  year 
ending  1961  with  hopes  that  it  will  be  informative  to  all  interested  residents. 

VETERANS  HOUSING  PROGRAM  —  CHAPTER  200-1 

In  September  the  Annual  Re-examination  of  family  income  was  completed  in 
accordance  with  approved  procedures.  The  average  rent  for  the  year  amounted  to 
$50.00  per  month.  The  minimum  average  monthly  or  yearly  rentals  cannot  fall 
below  $42.00,  an  amount  established  by  the  State  Housing  Board. 

During  the  year  the  Authority  received  a  subsidy  from  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  amounting  to  S8,150  which  is  less  than  the  maximum  or  21/2 of 
the  $406,000  bond  issue  that  can  be  obtained  for  debt  requirements  and  operation. 
The  Debt  Schedule  requires  that  all  bonds  be  retired  in  1991  and/or  a  period  of 
40  years.  At  any  time  the  Authority  with  the  approval  of  the  State  Housing  Board, 
may  sell  the  Project  if  in  their  opinion  find  there  is  no  need  for  such  a  program. 
;The  proceeds  from  such  a  sale  is  used  to  pay  the  balance  of  Bond  Issue  due,  re- 
imburse the  Commonwealth  for  the  amount  advanced  by  subsidy  up  to  date  of 
sale,  and  the  balance  is  given  to  the  Town  to  use  as  it  sees  fit. 

The  Contract  to  clean  and  service  the  36  oil  burner  units  was  awarded  Roman 
J.  Caron,  Lynn,  Massachusetts,  the  only  firm  interested  in  such  during  the  past  5 
years. 

The  following  insurance  policies  are  carried  by  the  Authorit)':  Fire,  Public 
Liabilit)',  Moneys  and  Bond,  Workmen's  Compensation,  Non-ownership  Auto  and 
fire  and  Theft  on  Office  Furniture.  All  the  policies  are  awarded  by  and  with  the 
approval  of  the  State  Housing  Board  on  a  state  wide  basis  by  invitation  of  bids. 

A  continuous  program  of  preventive  maintenance  is  constantly  being  carried 
out  before  they  become  major  and  expensive  to  repair.  The  following  such  work 
was  carried  out  during  the  year  —  replaced  6  kitchen  floors  and  6  kitchen  counter- 
tops.  All  walks  were  re-surfaced  with  asphalt  to  prolong  the  life  of  same. 

During  the  year  the  Authority  inaugurated  a  cycle  of  exterior  painting  w^here- 
by  1  or  2  buildings  will  be  painted  every  year.  This  program  will  improve  the 
general  appearance  of  the  Project  by  painting  the  buildings  as  needed  rather  than 
wait  every  4  or  5  years  to  paint  all  the  buildings. 

A  total  of  $2182.50  was  paid  to  the  Town  during  the  year;  $1,296  represent- 
ing payment  in  lieu  of  taxes  and  $886.50  for  water  bills. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  the  Authority  were  forced  to  take  the 
I  necessary  steps  to  replace  the  existing  36  oil  burner  units  for  the  reason  that  the 
I  cost  of  maintaining  and  servicing  the  units  has  become  prohibitive.   The  present 
!  units  were  manufactured  shortly  after  World  War  II,  have  steel  boilers  and  the 
Company  has  gone  out  of  business.  The  Authority  is  considering  the  conversion 
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to  gas  and  or  re-installing  new  oil  burner  units.  The  final  decision  will  be  made 
in  the  early  part  of  1962. 

The  Project  consists  of  9  multiple  buildings,  4  apartments  in  each  for 
a  total  of  36  apartments.  There  are  20  4-room  apartments  and  16  5-room  apart- 
ments. There  are  36  individual  cellars  and  heating  units.  Each  apartment  is 
equipped  with  an  electric  range  and  refrigerator.  The  tenant  supplies  its  own 
fuel  and  electricity',  with  the  Authority  furnishing  oil  burner  service  and  water. 
The  Project  was  initially  occupied  in  June  of  1950. 

Preference  is  given  to  honorable  discharged  veterans  of  World  War  II  and 
the  Korean  War  in  the  low  income  group  with  children.  Secondary  preference 
is  given  to  needy  Veterans  of  other  Wars.  However,  there  are  three  additional 
categories  as  follows: 

1.  A  single  veteran  50  years  old  or  over  and  a  widow  of  a  veteran. 

2.  Elderly  persons  over  65  years  old. 

3.  Non-Veterans  of  the  low  income  group.

ELDERLY  HOUSING  PROGRAM  CHAPTER  667-1 

The  Contract  for  Financial  Assistance  with  the  Commonwealth  was  amended 
and  increased  from  $513,000  to  $580,000.  Third  Series  notes  in  the  same  amount 
was  authorized  and  issued  for  a  period  of  one  year  ending  September  1962.  All 
surplus  funds  were  invested  in  short  term  U.S.  Treasury  Notes.  After  project  is 
completed  the  Authority  will  go  into  permanent  financing  over  a  40-year  period 
for  a  sum  that  will  equal  the  Development  Cost. 

The  move-in  date  was  scheduled  for  April  1  but  due  to  unforeseen  develop- 
ments beyond  the  control  of  the  Authority,  the  Project  was  officially  accepted  for 
occupancy  on  August  1st,  and  the  selected  tenants  started  to  move-in  the  first  week 
thereafter. 

During  the  year  the  Authority  voted  to  reconvey  a  small  portion  of  surplus 
land  that  was  taken  in  error  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Donald  Sawyer. 

The  completed  price  amounted  to  $490,543.53  including  Change  Orders  that 
were  necessary  for  unforeseen  reasons  and  in  the  interests  of  good  construction.  The 
sum  of  $24,527.15,  which  represents  5%  of  contract,  is  being  withheld  or  retained 
until  such  time  as  the  Authority  is  satisfied  that  all  work  was  performed  in  accord- 
ance with  specifications. 

An  allowance  of  $2000,  carried  by  the  General  Contractor,  Messina  Builders, 
Inc.,  for  planting  and  seeding  was  taken  out  of  the  General  Contract  and  the 
Authority  used  the  said  money  to  landscape  the  area  with  expert  help  from  the 
Park  Division  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 

The  following  improvements  were  initiated  and/or  carried  out  to  completion 
outside  the  Contract  limits:  purchased  curtain  rods,  power  lawn  mower  equipment 
and  gardening  tools,  purchased  snow  plowing  machine,  extended  height  of  wall 
in  rear  of  building  B  to  prevent  railroad  embankment  from  washing  onto  project 
ground,  purchased  trash  barrels,  office  furniture  and  equipment,  installed  rubber 
;  stair  treads  in  common  hallways,  outdoor  settees  and  grates  over  open  outside 
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areaways,  in  process  of  installing  sumps  in  basements  as  needed  and  making  a 
recreation  room  in  basement  of  Building  E. 

The  only  item  that  is  pending  in  order  to  complete  the  entire  Development 
Phase  of  the  Project  is  the  settlement  of  the  land  taking  damages  by  court  action 
or  otherwise.  This  matter  will  be  resolved  in  the  early  part  of  1962. 

Average  rent  and  including  heat,  hot  water  and  gas  cooking  $53.00  per' 
month.  The  tenants  assume  their  respective  electrical  bills  which  average  $4.15 
per  month. 

Following  are  some  of  the  main  features  of  the  Golden  Age  Developments: 

1.  Access  road  to  project  from  Superior  Street  with  turn-around  at  end  of 
street. 

2.  Emergency  vehicle  path  to  buildings  which  will  not  reach  across  road. 

3.  Parking  for  16  cars. 

4.  Asphalt  paved  walks,  drying  yards  and  recreational  areas. 

5.  Foliage  as  well  as  grass  areas. 

6.  Each  building  has  individual  boiler  rooms  with  gas  boilers  and  hot  water 
heaters,  fireproof  stairhalls,  wood-frame  construction  with  brick  veneer  walls;  com- 
plete fire  detection,  emergency  lighting  and  call  systems. 

7.  Each  living  units  hall  include  525  square  feet  of  floor  space,  separate 
living  room,  bedroom  with  closet,  kitchen  and  bath;  living  and  bedrooms  have 
oak  strip  hardwood  flooring;  kitchen  and  bathrooms  have  vinyl  tile  flooring,  bath- 
rooms are  of  cement  plaster  and  ceramic  tile,  master  television  antenna  system 
outlet,  fire  detectors  in  bedroom,  living  room  and  kitchen,  automatic  door  release 
which  unlocks  front  door  when  unit  emergency  call  devices  are  tripped,  modern 
kitchens  are  equipped  with  double  sink,  gas  range,  electric  refrigerator,  and  range 
hood  and  fan  units,  and  ceramic  tile  around  sinks  and  ranges;  bathrooms  are 
furnished  with  linen  closets,  lavatory,  tub  and  shower. 

8.  There  are  six  buildings  in  all;  four  six-unit  buildings  with  two  units 
over  four;  one  eight-unit  building  with  four  units  over  four;  and  one  eight-unit 
building  with  four  units  over  four  with  office  located  at  one  end  of  first  floor. 

The  street  in  the  Development  was  named  Duncan  Terrace  in  memory  of 
the  late  Thomas  W.  Duncan,  former  Housing  Authority  Member  and  public 
spirited  citizen. 

The  eligibility  requirements  for  the  Elderly  Housing  Program  are  as  follows: 

1.  A  person  must  be  65  years  of  age  or  over  (single  individuals  living  alone 
or  couples  are  eligible) . 

2.  A  person  must  be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  (except  an  alien  who 
has  served  in"  the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States  and  who  has  been  honorably 
discharged  and  provided  application  has  been  made  for  citizenship  and  aliens 
ehgible  to  receive  Old  Age  Assistance) . 

3.  A  person  must  be  of  low  income.  In  general  the  annual  income  of  a 
single  individual  not  to  exceed  $2500  and  the  annual  income  of  a  couple  not  to 
exceed  $3000. 

4.  A  person  must  be  in  need  of  good  housing.  DwelHngs  for  two  persons 
may  be  occupied  by  the  following  combinations : 
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a.  Married  couples, 

b.  Two  men  or  two  women. 

c.  A  brother  and  sister. 


d.  In  some  instances  an  elderly  tenant  (65  years  or  over)  and  a  non- 
elderly  person  provided  that  person  is  necessary  for  the  physical  and  well  being 
of  the  elderly  person  in  the  low  income  group. 

In  conclusion  the  Authority  would  like  to  extend  its  appreciation  to  the 
Public  Works  Department,  Director  of  Public  Welfare,  other  Town  Departments 
and  the  State  Housmg  Board  officials  for  their  invalu^le  assistance  throushou^

During  the  year  1961  our  case  load  showed  a  sHght  decrease  from  the 
previous  year  and  our  total  expenditure  for  assistance  decreased  from  $207,677.17 
to  $189,257.92.  The  net  cost  to  the  Town  for  the  operation  of  the  department 
for  both  assistance  and  administration  totaled  $36,612.69. 

Chapter  529  of  the  Acts  of  1961  which  became  effective  August  23rd,  1961 
placed  the  employees  of  the  welfare  department  under  the  Welfare  Compensation 
Plan  which  sets  minimum  and  maximum  salaries  for  each  position  and  requires 
annual  step-rate  increases  until  the  maximum  for  each  position  is  reached. 

In  August  1961  the  Housing  Authority  opened  its  splendid  housing  project 
for  the  elderly  on  Duncan  Terrace  and  this  has  greatly  reduced  the  shortage  of 
suitable  housing  for  the  elderly  in  the  town. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the  Swampscott  Visiting  Nurse  Asso- 
ciation who  made  260  visits  during  I96I  to  recipients  of  public  assistance  and 
:o  the  Police  Department  for  their  prompt  and  considerate  service  in  movingj 
recipients  to  and  from  nursing  homes  and  hospitals.

The  interest,  in  Civil  Defense,  during  the  past  several  months  has  increasec". 
tremendously.  This,  of  course,  came  about  after  President  Kennedy's  speech  re- 
garding the  need  of  protection  against  "radio-active  fall-out"  in  the  home  and 
public  buildings. 

This  office  had  many  calls  from  the  townspeople  regarding  literature  od 
fall-out  shelters,  their  construction,  and  the  equipment  that  would  be  required  to 
survive  for  a  period  of  at  least  three  weeks.  Literature  containing  this  information 
was  sent  to  all  townspeople  requesting  same. 

At  the  request  of  many  organizations  within  the  town,  movies  were  shown 
about  fall-out  and  discussion  periods  held.  I  therefore  feel  that  townspeople  have- 
been  given  the  opportunity  to  acquaint  themselves  with  the  facts  about  radio-active, 
fall-out  and  the  manner  in  which  to  protect  themselves.  I 

I  might  add,  that  at  the  time  of  this  report,  the  firm  of  Whitman  &  Howard, 
Inc.,  Waltham,  Mass.,  is  making  a  survey  of  all  public  and  privately  owned 
buildings  that  are  of  proper  construction  and  capable  of  holding  at  least  fifty 
people.  After  this  survey  is  completed  and  the  buildings  selected,  the  Federal* 
Government  will  stock  them  with  canned  food  and  water  according  to  the  number 
of  people  that  can  be  given  shelter.  ' 

I  am  fully  aware  that  Civil  Defense  is  strictly  a  personal  matter  but  if  we  all.j 
have  a  planned  action,  whether  it  be  for  a  natural  or  national  disaster,  the  chance^ 
of  survival  is  that  much  greater. 

A  few  simple  steps  for  family  civil  defense  are  as  follows: 

1.  Know  your  Air-Raid  Alert  Signals  and  what  to  do  if  they  sound, 

2.  Have  at  least  one  member  of  your  family  take  a  Red  Cross  First  Aid'^ 
Course. 

3.  Prepare  a  room  or  area  in  your  cellar  that  will  afford  you  the  most! 
protection. 

A.  Have  at  least  twenty-one  (21)  days  supplies  of  canned  goods  and  water, 
stored  for  each  member  of  your  family.  ; 

5.  Have  a  planned  civil  defense  action  with  your  family  so  that  each  person 
will  know  what  to  do  in  case  of  any  emergencies  that  might  happen. 

It  is  with  great  pride  that  I  say,  "The  Swampscott  Civil  Defense  organization; 
is  ready  to  serve  our  Town."  \ 

Through  the  tireless  efforts  of  the  men  in  the  Auxiliary  Fire,  Auxiliary  Police, 
Rescue  Squad,  and  Communication  Department,  our  equipment  is  in  A-1  condition. 
As  I  have  said  before,  all  the  personnel  are  volunteers  and  deserve  the  highest 
praise  for  their  willingness  to  devote  so  much  time  to  Civil  Defense.  During  the 
past  year,  two  ten-thousand-watt  generators  have  been  rebuilt  by  these  men  and 
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are  now  part  of  equipment.  Along  with  the  up-keep  of  our  equipment  and 
participating  in  drills  in  their  respective  departments,  these  men  have  also  found 
time  to  paint  the  interior  of  our  headquarters,  23  New  Ocean  Street. 

I  am  very  grateful  to  all  members  of  Swampscott  Civil  Defense  and  their 
families  for  all  that  they  have  done  to  make  this  organization  a  success. 

I  am  also  grateful  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment, to  the  Chief  of  the  Police  Department,  and  to  all  Town  Departments 
who  have  done  so  much  to  help  the  Swampscott  Civil  Defense  during  the  year.

This  Committee  was  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  1956  and  has 
een  actively  working  on  the  town's  transportation  problems  since  that  time.  By 
nanimous  vote  at  the  last  Town  Meeting  this  Committee  was  appointed  to 
^present  the  Town  in  matters  covering  transportation  as  it  affects  our  community 
nd  in  addition  was  charged  with  considering  the  possibility  of  using  the  abandoned 
Dadbed  of  the  Marblehead  Branch  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  for  public 
ansportation  purposes. 

During  the  period  when  the  Committee  was  making  every  effort  to  have  pas- 
;nger  service  continued  on  the  Marblehead  Branch  it  became  apparent  that,  the 
roblems  of  this  Branch  were  only  a  small  part  of  the  overall  problem  of  mass 
ansportation  serving  the  Commonwealth. 

Largely  as  a  result  of  the  efforts  of  our  Committee  and  other  similar  Com- 
ittees,  the  Massachusetts  Transportation  Commission  has  been  authorized  by 
gislative  action  to  study  the  mass  transportation  problems  of  the  Commonwealth 
id  to  present  an  over-all  plan.  One  hundred  and  fort}'-four  communities  are 
eluded  in  the  four  areas  under  study.  Ours  is  tlie  North  Shore  area.  Serving  on 
le  Community  Council  of  this  Commission  are  Representative  George  Thomson, 
hairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen;  John  Milo,  Chairman  of  the  Planning 
)ard;  and  the  Chairman  of  this  Committee.  This  Commission  is  taking  action  to 
eserve  continued  passenger  service  on  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad,  and  will 
.deavor  to  make  a  contribution  to  the  over-all  transportation  plan  for  the 
mmunity. 

This  Committee  has  reviewed  the  possibility  of  using  the  abandoned  roadbed 
the  Marblehead  Branch  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  for  mass  transporta- 
in.  No  public  necessity  for  substituting  another  form  of  mass  transportation 
)ng  this  branch  has  become  apparent  and  as  this  appears  to  be  the  only  question 
thin  the  scope  of  this  committee's  review,  the  committee  maikes  no  recommenda- 
n  with  regard  to  the  abandoned  roadbed.

In  accordance  with  Section  8,  Article  9,  the  Personnel  Board  herewith  sub- 
mits its  third  annual  report  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  to  the  citizens  of  the 
Town  of  Swampscott. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Personnel  Board  met  with  every  Board  and  every 
employee  who  requested  a  meeting.  A  report  on  these  interviews  will  be  made  to 
the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

The  Welfare  Department  submitted  to  the  Personnel  Board  a  new  State  Wel- 
fare Plan  and  Law,  the  adoption  of  which,  by  the  Town  is  mandatory.  After  con- 
sulting the  Town  Counsel,  the  Personnel  Board  voted  unanimously  that  the  Welfare 
personnel  shall  be  dropped  from  the  Wage  Scale  and  Job  Classification  Plan  of  the 
Town  of  Swampscott.  They  will  be  retained  in  all  other  categories  of  the  Plan 
except  wages. 

The  Personnel  Board  has  met  with  many  of  the  part  time  employees  as 
authorized  by  the  last  Town  Meeting. 

During  the  past  year  the  Personnel  Board  has  exchanged  information  with 
many  of  our  neighboring  cities  and  towns.  This  exchange  has  been  mutually 
beneficial. 

An  article  creating  a  uniform  sick  leave  plan  for  all  employees  will  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  1962  Town  Meeting.  This  article  was  formulated  after  it  was  dis- 
cussed at  meetings  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  other  Boards,  and  after  a  copy 
of  the  proposed  plan  was  sent  to  each  department  stating  that  any  comments  or 
suggestions  from  various  Boards,  department  heads,  or  employees  would  be 
welcome.

At  the  last  Town  Meeting  under  Article  22,  the  Town  voted  to  create  a  Con- 
servation Commission.  This  was  established,  and  with  the  appointments  by  the 
Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  of  members  to  the  Commission,  it  became  a  reality. 

Regular  meetings  were  held.  Projects  were  discussed  and  future  plans  were 
made  to  protect  the  natural  open-spaces  around  Town.  Programs  for  the  protection 
of  wildlife,  wooded  areas,  wetlands  and  beaches,  are  only  a  part  of  the  Conserva- 
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tion  Commission's  concern,  as  well  as  the  creation  of  recreational  areas  and  pre- 
serving what  httle  green  belt  is  left  in  Town.  We  feel  to  do  otherwise  would  be 
,  defeating  the  purpose  of  conservation  as  a  whole  and  unless  we  do  the  job  right, 
we  will  end  up  in  having  an  "asphalt  jungle."  We  have  also  alerted  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  as  to  the  Congressional  Law  regarding  the  disposal  of  waste  oil  polut- 
ing  our  beaches  caused  by  the  cleaning  out  of  bunkers  in  the  outer  harbor.  We  have 
indeed  been  fortunate  to  get  the  advice  and  help  from  the  Massachusetts  Associa- 
tion of  Conservation  Commissions,  Department  of  Natural  Resources,  Massachu- 
setts Federation  of  Garden  Clubs,  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Planning  Board,  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works  and  the  Police  Department.  We  have  conferred  with 
the  League  of  Women  Voters  and  hope  to  encourage  the  talents  and  cooperation  of 
the  Audubon  Society  and  Improvement  Associations  for  any  help  we  can  exchange 
among  ourselves  to  further  the  success  of  a  good  Conservation  Commission. 

We  are  considering  the  possibility  of  establishing  a  nature  center  to  help  our 
youth  appreciate  the  study  of  natural  outdoor  beauty  and  the  value  of  conservation.

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Law  Department  is  submitted  herewith: 

The  greater  part  of  the  functions  of  the  Law  Department  during  the  year 
1961  were  those  designated  by  action  al:  the  Annual  Town  Meeting.  This  was 
apart  from  the  rendering  of  opinions,  assistance  and  guidance  to  the  various 
departments. 

The  principal  assignments  that  devolved  upon  the  Law  Department  included 
eminent  domain  proceedings  for  land  takings  for  educat'onal,  recreational,  and 
playground  purposes  adjacent  to  the  Hadley  School,  a  municipal  incinerator  in  the 
Foster  Dam  area,  and  the  shore  property  adjacent  to  Ocean  Avenue  for  purposes 
of  bathing,  swimming,  recreation,  etc.  for  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town,  This,  of 
course,  involved  a  great  deal  of  title  search,  appropriate  legal  notices,  real  estate 
appraisals,  and  customary  technical  legal  detailed  work. 

The  Law  Department  attended  to  claims  for  injury  to  persons  and  property 
and  in  caces  in  which  suit  has  been  instituted  or  is  pending,  appropriate  appear- 
ances and  pleadings  have  been  provided.  One  serious  personal  injury  involving  a 
serious  hospitalized  fracture  by  a  woman  of  advanced  years  was  disposed  of  and 
one  other  minor  injury  claim  was  settled. 

A  constant  flow  of  work  involving  written  and  verbal  advice  and  assistance 
to  the  various  departments,  boards,  and  committees  such  as  the  Planning  Board 
and  the  Board  of  Appeals  makes  impossible  a  digested  cataloging.  Full  attendance 
to  this  rather  complex  requirement  is  essential  to  properly  carrying  out  the  role' 
of  Town  Counsel.

Figures  alone  cannot  describe  a  library's  work.  That  citizens  of  Swampscot 
read  7,5  volumes  from  the  Library  in  1961  —  1.2  more  than  the  Massachusett 
average  —  or  that  children  borrowed  36  volumes  each,  and  adults  14,  convey 
little.  That  over  100,000  books  were  borrowed,  returned  and  replaced  on  tb 
shelves  for  the  next  user  —  some  after  detours  for  mending  or  rebinding  —  oi 
that  more  than  57,000  people  entered  the  building  may  be  more  graphic.  Resource 
were  increased  by  the  addition  of  nearly  2,600  volumes,  making  the  total  book 
available  40,372.  Of  these  22  per  cent  were  in  the  Children's  Room  (the  nationa 
standard  recommended  is  20  to  25  per  cent).  About  80  periodicals  were  subscribe( 
to;  phonograph  records  for  loan  number  531. 

Unfortunately  no  count  has  been  kept  of  the  growing  amount  of  'reference 
(questions  for  information).  They  have  grown  in  both  quantity  and  complexitj 
so  that  they  challenge  the  organization  of  materials  and  the  library  worker's  educa- 
tion  and  current  awareness.  However,  some  concrete  changes  in  organization  am 
operation  may  be  reported  —  all  such  changes  being  made  with  the  hope  of  im 
proving  services  to  the  patron:  Most  striking  was  the  adoption  of  the  4  week 
lending  period  with  no  renewals.  'Permanent'  registration  was  instituted  in  th 
Children's  Room  with  the  idea  that  it  may  sometime  be  fitted  to  the  Adult  Depart , 
ment  as  well.  The  completion  of  bookcases  in  the  cataloging  room  improveii 
'work  flow';  they  also  allow  space  for  books  needed  frequently,  but  which  tern 
to  disappear  from  open  shelves.  A  small  mimeograph  for  catalog  cards  was  finall; 
located  late  in  the  year;  it  works  well. 

Special  pieces  of  constructive  work  accomplished  by  various  members  of  tb 
staff  included:  arranging  and  listing  of  local  history  vertical  file  and  slides;  re: 
cataloging  and  reclassifying  (for  simplicity)  of  Shakespeare  and  World  War  , 
materials;  a  leaflet  of  information  for  new  borrowers  in  each  department;  mimeo 
graphed  lists  of  recreational  reading  for  each  grade.  A  list  on  Africa,  timed  t(- 
appear  when  Unesco  met  in  Boston,  was  printed  and  distributed  rather  widely. 

In  place  of  a  Children's  Summer  Reading  Club  5  film  programs  were  paid  fo. 
by  the  Blanche  E.  Doyle  Fund.  Attendance  was  332,  ranging  from  12  to  140.  Mrs^ 
Frederick  Gardner  has  continued  her  generous,  regular  volunteering  to  tell  storie 
every  two  weeks  all  year.  National  Library  Week  was  observed  by  an  exhibit  o- 
paintings  by  local  people,  able  directed  by  Mrs.  Robert  Byrne. 

A  growing  satisfaction  has  been  the  more  purposeful  use  of  the  referenct. 
room  in  the  evenings  by  high  school  and  college  students.  It  is  evidently  a  fai 
more  studious  atmosphere  than  in  many  towns  which  still  report  a  "disturbingUj 
social'  aspect.  ■ 

Appreciation  goes  to  the  many  friends  of  the  Library  who  have  supplidB 
interesting  and  valuable  exhibits  for  the  lobby  cases.  Many  gifts  of  useful  booH 
have  also  been  received,  both  as  memorials  and  otherwise,  not  all  of  them  processdB 
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yet.  Chief  among  them  should  be  mentioned  A.  Hall  Stiles,  Jr.,  Edwin  M.  Gerould, 
Mrs.  Fred  N.  Kimball,  the  estate  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harry  C.  Robbins,  the  Merrill 
Estate.  An  unusual  group  of  books  on  Japanese  art  was  received  in  memory  of 
Miss  Marjorie  K.  Hussey,  a  Museum  worker  in  that  field,  from  her  family.  Other 
donors  appear  on  the  list  posted  in  the  Library. 

This  year  we  have  asked  the  Massachusetts  Library  Commissioners  for  state 
funds  available  to  us  as  a  free  public  library  in  the  Commonwealth.  The  amount, 
if  received,  could  be  as  much  as  $3,323.50.  This  money  will  be  used  for  general 
library  purposes.  We  have  submitted  an  article  for  the  1962  Annual  Town  Warrant 
tO  provide  that  the  money  received  may  be  held  by  the  Town  Treasurer  for  pur- 
poses of  the  public  library. 

I  We  note  with  interest  the  continuing  development  of  public  school  libraries 
lin  Swampscott,  A  full-time  librarian  was  engaged  for  the  high  school  library  in 
1949;  a  full-time  librarian  for  the  junior  high  school  in  I960.  We  are  informed 
mat  the  1962  school  budget  provides  for  a  full-time  librarian  in  the  Hadley  Ele- 
m^entary  School.  The  libraries  in  the  high  school  and  junior  high  school  have 
grown  annually  and  their  book  collections  are  now  substantial.  The  expansion  of 
ichool  libraries,  a  national  trend,  has  not  curtailed  the  use  of  the  public  library. 
We  do  not  expect  that  it  will  The  Library  continues  to  grow  in  the  number  of 
:)Ooks  purchased  for  children  and  used  by  them.  Our  facilities  for  school  use  are 
good.  No  matter  how  complete  the  library  service  in  the  schools  becomes,  the 
public  library  will  continue  to  meet  many  demands  for  reference,  recreational  and 
-vacation  reading  by  students  of  all  ages,  as  well  as  from  out-of -school  youth. 

We  feel  our  professionally-trained  personnel  are  underpaid,  and  we  have  ap- 
peared before  the  Personnel  Board  for  two  years  asking  for  adjustments  to  make 
heir  salaries  more  in  line  with  salaries  paid  similar  professional  people  in  the 
chool  department  and  in  other  first  class  libraries  in  the  State.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

The  major  problem  facing  the  School  Committee  in  1962  is  a  housing  prob- 
('lem  in  the  High  School.  The  opening  of  a  new  junior  high  school  in  1959  gave 
only  a  temporary  relief  to  our  secondary  school  problem.  This  year  the  Town 
Meeting  appropriated  $2000  to  'have  a  survey  made  of  the  High  School  physical 
plant  to  see  what  could  be  done  to  gain  needed  classroom  space. 

The  1962  Town  Meeting  members  will  be  asked  to  vote  on  an  article  asking 
the  town  to  appropriate  money  for  additional  classrooms.  The  town  must  choose 
between,  on  the  one  hand,  asking  the  School  Committee  to  cut  back  its  educational 
program  to  fit  the  present  building  and,  on  the  other,  supporting  present  day  edu- 
cational progress  by  providing  the  necessary  rooms  to  maintain  and  improve  our 
scholastic  standards.  This  is  the  choice  that  must  be  made  in  1962. 

Our  facilities  at  the  Machon  School  are  not  equal  to  the  facilities  at  the 
Clarke,  Hadley,  or  Stanley  schools,  and  the  Machon  Study  Committee  is  going  to 
ask  the  Town  Meeting  members  to  approve  an  addition  to  give  the  Machon  chil- 
dren the  same  advantages  that  the  other  children  in  our  town  have.  Every  con- 
sideration should  be  given  to  this  project. 

The  School  Committee  approved  the  recommendation  of  the  Salary  Study 
Committee,  and  we  now  have  the  Swampscott  Professional  Advancement  Plan, 
which  includes  both  incentive  pay  and  a  sound  basic  schedule  that  will  hold  good 
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teachers  in  our  system  and  attract  good  teachers  as  vacancies  arise.  Our  Pro- 
fessional Advancement  Plan  is  probably  the  first  of  its  kind  in  the  country,  and 
we  look  forward  to  its  successful  operation  through  the  cooperation  of  the 
teachers  and  administration. 

The  report  of  the  Acting  Superintendent  spells  out  in  some  detail  these  and 
other  matters  that  are  and  have  been  our  concern.  We  therefore  direct  your  atten- 
tion to  the  pages  that  follow. 

We  feel  that  we  can  provide  the  best  educational  program  within  the  town's 
ability  to  pay  if  we  can  also  provide  necessary  enlargements  and  improvements  of 
our  physical  plant. 

Thus,  though  1961  gave  us  many  reasons  for  satisfaction,  it  left  us  also  with 
,far-reaching  questions.  To  these,  with  the  help  of  the  citizens  of  Swampscott,  we 
must  seek  immediate  and  complete  answers.

To  the  Members  of  the  School  Committee 
Gentlemen : 

In  the  absence  of  Dr.  Robert  D.  Forrest,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  it  is  my 
privilege  as  Acting  Superiritendent  to  submit  the  following  report  on  the  year  1961 
in  the  Public  Schools  of  Swampscott. 

I  shall  start,  so  to  speak,  in  the  middle  of  things. 

]uly  Brought  Heavy  Vrohlems 

The  month  of  July,  as  I  am  sure  you  vividly  recall,  cut  like  a  sharp  blade 
<acrqss  the  life  of  our  schools,  dividing  the  year  into  distinct  halves  and  also,  in 
effect,  severing  one  era  from  another. 

It  was  on  the  third  of  July  that  the  Swampscott  community  was  saddened  by 
the  death  of  James  H.  Dunn,  principal  of  the  High  School.  He  was  the  great, 
good,  and  genial  friend  of  many  hundreds  of  pupils  and  teachers,  of  men  and 
women  generally.  He  infused  the  tasks  of  education,  to  which  he  was  devoted, 
with  his  own  personal  warmth,  sound  judgment,  and  faith  in  people.  To  many  of 
us,  he  ivas  Swampscott  High  School. 

July  marked  also  the  retirement  from  our  staff  of  five  teachers,  averaging 
among  them  some  forty  years  in  Swampscott  classrooms.  Three  of  them  began 
itheif  careers  here  during  the  years  of  World  War  I:  Mrs.  Ehzabeth  Wade  of  Ma- 
chon  in  1914,  Miss  Jessie  Martin  of  Stanley  in  1915,  and  Miss  Alice  Durgin  of 
Shaw  in  I916.  Mr.  Crandall  P.  Nodwell  of  Shaw  began  in  1927,  and  Mrs.  Maxine 
Boyd  of  Hadley  in  1932.  Frequent  have  been  the  occasions  during  these  first 
months  of  the  new  school  year  when  we  realized  how  very  greatly  in  the  past  we 
counted  upon  them.  They  are,  all  of  them,  greatly  missed. 
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Continuing  the  year-end  toll,  nine  other  teachers  submitted  resignations  from' 
their  schools  as  listed  below,  some  withdrawing  from  the  profession,  some  taking 
positions  elsewhere:

Other  losses,  it  is  a  relief  to  report,  promise  to  be  temporary,  at  most  for  j 
year  only.  Granted  leaves  of  absence  and  expected  back  with  us  by  September  ol 
1962  were  Mrs.  Elsa  Hopkins,  remedial  reading  teacher  at  Hadley;  Mrs.  Evai 
Ladge,  Hadley  second  grade;  Mrs.  Gloria  Maifeld,  teacher  of  vocal  music  in 
Clarke,  Machon,  and  Stanley;  and  Mrs.  Estelle  Stilianos,  Clarke  third  grade. 

Dr.  Forrest's  assignment  during  his  leave  of  absence  brings  no  small  honor  to 
Swampscott.  He  was  elected  by  Harvard  to  be  field  coordinator  of  a  study  that  the 
university  is  making  of  Boston  school  buildings  for  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority.  As  busy  as  he  has  been  with  his  new  duties  since  the  first  of  Jast  July, 
he  nevertheless  remains  very  much  on  the  Swampscott  scene.  He  continues  to  be 
an  indispensable  source  of  information  and  wise  counsel  for  the  Acting  Superin- 
tendent and  also  to  administer  the  annual  budget  for  our  schools.  We  look 
forward  to  having  him  back  with  us  on  regular  schedule  before  the  close  of  the 
school  year. 

The  foregoing  personnel  changes  involved  some  twenty  per  cent  of  our  total 
staff.  Small  wonder,  then,  that  the  second  half  of  the  year  seemed  in  many  ways 
like  a  different  epoch  in  our  Swampscott  schools. 


John  I.  McLaughlin  Becomes  Principal  \ 

By  unanimous  vote  of  the  School  Committee  in  a  special  meeting  on  July  26th, 
John  I.  McLaughlin  was  named  to  succeed  Mr.  Dunn  as  High  School  principal. 
He  assumed  office  immediately,  working  through  the  summer  to  get  staff  and  pro- 
gram ready  for  the  record  number  of  pupils  that  would  enroll  in  the  fall. 

Mr.  McLaughlin  comes  by  no  means  as  a  stranger  to  his  new  position.  He 
joined  the  Swampscott  High  School  faculty  in  September  of  1931;  except  for  a 
tour  of  duty  as  a  commissioned  officer  in  the  United  States  Navy  from  October 
14,  1942,  to  January  26,  1948,  he  has  served  continuously,  first  as  coach  andi 
teacher,  then  as  head  of  the  social  studies  department  and  vice  principal. 

Now,  though  principal,  he  still  continues  to  direct  the  department  of  social 
studies.  He  is  currently  without  a  vice  principal,  the  Committee  having  voted  to 
leave  that  post  for  the  present  unassigned,  but  authorizing  additional  temporary 
secretarial  help  to  free  Mr.  McLaughlin  of  some  portions  of  office  routine. 

He  deserves  the  highest  commendation  for  the  vigor  and  success  with  whichl 
'he  has  administered  the  first  four  months  of  the  new  school  year.  A  later  section 
of  this  report  describes  innovations  he  has  effected  to  date  in  the  High  School  pro-: 
gram.  Thus  far,  the  school  has  met  a  succession  of  severe  challenges  and  underi 
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his  leadership  has  come  through 
is  gratifying.

Staff  Grows  by  Five 

A  total  of  twenty-five  new  teachers  joined  us  in  September.  One  of  these, 
Mrs.  Gertrude  Lowe,  has  taught  here  from  1955  to  1959  and  returned  to  replace 
Mrs.  Stilianos  at  Clarke.  Mrs.  Ethel  Schuitz  had  been  on  a  part-time  assignment 
with  us  in  1958  and  since  then  served  intermittently  as  a  substitute  at  Shaw  and 
the  High  School.  For  the  other  twenty-three,  however,  this  year  was  their  intro- 
duction to  Swampscott  schools. 

Seventeen  of  the  twenty-five  had  previous  teaching  experience,  averaging 
just  over  six  years  apiece.  Six  already  held  Master's  degrees;  three  would  finish 
up  this  stage  of  their  graduate  work  within  a  very  few  months.

In  I960  our  total  instructional  staff  was  figured  at  138.  This  year  it  has 
reached  143.  One  of  the  positions  added  is  in  the  physical  education  program  of 
the  elementary  schools:  Mr.  Hallett  conducts  classes  at  Clarke,  Hadley,  Machon, 
and  Stanley  and  in  the  afternoon  directs  an  athletic  program  for  boys  in  the  elemen- 
tary grades.  Appointment  of  the  other  four  teachers  was  necessitated  by  increased 
enrollments  in  crucial  areas  of  the  secondary  program,  especially  in  history,  mathe- 
matics, and  science. 


Large  Enroll??ients  Pose  Problems 

It  is  at  the  High  School  that  a  steady  rise  in  student  population  has  out- 
stripped our  resources.  Elementary  enrollments  appear  to  have  stabilized ;  it  would 
seem  that  minor  adjustments  will  take  care  of  any  problems  we  may  have  on  that 
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level.  Though  the  Junior  High's  present  enrollment  is  significantly  beyond  th( 
700  maximum  for  which  it  was  planned,  the  726  pupils  it  now  houses  would  seen 
to  represent  a  population  peak;  in  subsequent  years  it  is  likely  that  the  figure  wil 
level  off  nearer  the  700  mark.  Actually,  it  is  only  at  the  High  School  that  th< 
problem  is  acute  and  immediate. 

From  a  low  of  336  in  1951,  grades  10  through  12  have  now  iccreased  to  609 
Our  most  conservative  estimates  set  a  peak  of  680  by  1964;  other  projections ^ 
ndtably  those  of  the  State's  School  Building  Assistance  Commission,  see  720  fo 
that  same  year  and  742  by  1969.  All  these  pupils  in,  at  best,  a  550-pupil  building 

The  present  structure,  though  well  maintained  and  sound  for  its  age,  lack 
classrooms  for  the  numbers  it  must  serve.  Mathematics,  science,  social  studies  — 
classes  in  all  these  subjects  run  too  large.  More  teachers  would  reduce  class  size.  Bu 
where  are  the  rooms  to  make  possible  this  most  sensible  of  solutions.^  We  lack  spac 
also  for  language  laboratories,  which  in  good  school  systems  have  long  sine 
proved  their  worth;  for  proper  guidance  and  health  centers;  for  a  standard  librar 
of  10,000  to  15,000  volumes  (present  number:  6500)  ;  and  for  instruction  ii 
various  types  of  music. 

You,  acting  as  the  School  Committee,  took  a  major  step  in  1961  towar 
solving  this  problem,  requesting  and  receiving  Town  Meeting  approval  for  ar 
tectural  studies  to  determine  if  the  existing  High  School  building  in  any  wa 
could  be  reorganized  to  make  possible  a  greater  utilization  of  available  space.  Yo 
then  engaged  the  firm  of  Perley  Gilbert  Associates,  which  subsequently  has  com 
pleted  work  on  preliminary  sketches  and  cost  estimates.  Members  of  the  faculty: 
especially  the  department  heads,  have  had  an  opportunity  to  study  these  plans ;  Mr 
Ralph  Earle  of  the  industrial  arts  department  has  incorporated  their  suggestion' 
and  recommendations  into  drawings  v^hich  have  been  submitted  for  your  considera 
tion.  Dr.  Forrest  has  made  additional  studies  of  his  own. 

What  becomes  apparent  from  these  preparatory  investigations  is  that  there  art^ 
ways  of  adapting  the  High  School  building  for  700  students.  Whether  we  mov( 
towards  satisfactory  adaptation  of  one  sort  or  another  or  hesitate  and  so  perpetuate 
the  present  crisis  will  depend  upon  action  taken  at  the  1962  Town  Meeting. 

Adjustments  Are  Made  at  the  High  School 

We  cannot  leave  all  problems,  however,  to  future  solution.  Where  we  could, 
we  took  steps  that  promised  a  measure  of  immediate  relief.  j 

In  the  summer  of  1961  we  reclaimed,  for  mechanical  drawing,  ground-floo] 
space  near  the  shop,  thus  increasing  the  size  of  the  school  by  one  room.  The  formei 
mechanical  drawing  room,  on  the  opposite  end  of  the  building,  could  now  be  usei 
for  additional  classes  in  remedial  reading  and  remedial  English. 

Room  105,  traditionally  a  study  hall,  became  another  classroom,  though  poorly 
qualified  as  one.  Study  periods  descended  again  into  the  cafeteria,  as  they  did  ir 
the  semi-platooned  era  of  the  four-year  high  school  program,  before  1958. 

Back  in  the  opening  weeks  of  the  fall  term,  Mr.  McLaughlin  deployed  mem 
bers  of  his  social  studies  department  as  a  teaching  team,  each  responsible  for  regu 
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[arly  scheduled  lectures  before  combined  classes  in  the  auditorium  during  the 
ictivities  period.  This,  in  effect,  added  class  hours  to  the  social  studies  curriculum 
ind  freed  regular  periods  for  small-group  work  of  the  conference  type.  The  new 
ipproach  temporarily  has  eased  pressure  in  one  of  the  school's  most  severely  crowded 
lepartments. 

'Curriculum  Moves  Forivard 

Many  changes,  though,  have  been  made  independently  of  population  problems, 
Departments,  groups  of  teachers,  and  entire  schools  have  been  in  constant  self- 
?xamination. 

One  cause  of  the  increased  population  in  history  and  related  subjects  at  the 
i4igh  School  is,  in  fact,  our  new  policy  that  all  students  in  grades  nine  through 
welve  must  take  at  least  three  years  of  social  studies,  this  sequence  to  include  civics 
)r  else  a  study  of  the  early  ages  of  man,  modern  history,  and  United  States  history, 
"or  honor  students,  we  have  provided  also  a  senior-level  seminar  in  world  affairs. 

Other  areas,  too,  of  the  High  School's  program  have  responded  to  change. 
Vlrs.  Jennie  McVey  of  the  business  department  directed  a  survey  of  North  Shore 
irms,  then  instituted  curriculum  changes  designed  to  bring  our  commercial  curricu- 
um  more  closely  into  line  with  prevailing  personnel  needs  and  requirements.  New 
lasses  in  remedial  reading  and  remedial  English,  taught  by  Mrs.  Marjorie  Berg, 
lave  been  added  to  the  course  offerings.  Biolog}'  and  chemistry,  incorporating  new 
naterial  as  it  becomes  available,  are  reacting  to  changes  similar  to  those  effected 
our  years  ago  in  our  Physical  Science  Study  Committee  physics  program.  And,  for 
.  third  time.  Education  Testing  Service  of  Princeton,  N.  J.,  has  chosen  a  group  of 
en  students  from  this  PSSC  physics  class  for  experimental  testing. 

Modern  mathematics  has  come  to  both  junior  and  senior  high  school  levels, 
lainly  through  the  imaginative  planning  and  preparation  of  Miss  Marjorie  White, 
iepartment  head,  and  Dr.  Forrest.  As  an  important  part  of  this  venture,  the  Public 
Ichools  of  Swampscott  are  sponsoring  for  North  Shore  teachers  of  mathematics  a 
ourse  given  each  Monday  afternoon  at  the  Shaw  Junior  High  School  by  Professor 
•ranklin  Fitzgerald  of  Boston  Universit)\  We  require  this  course  of  our  own 
eachers  and  have  paid  their  tuition  fees  out  of  our  research  and  development  ap- 
»ropriation  in  the  1961  budget.  Teachers  from  other  systems  are  admitted  upon 
beir  own  arrangements  with  Boston  University.  The  purpose  of  the  course  is  to- 
lelp  effect  the  transition  of  certain  of  our  mathematics  classes  to  the  program 
worked  out  at  Yale  by  the  School  Mathematics  Study  Group. 

Currently  we  are  thinking  through  procedures  for  teaching  French  at  the 
anior  high  level.  By  September  of  1962  we  shall  see  entering  the  Shaw  School 
group  of  seventh  graders  who  have  had  three  successive  years  of  conversational 
'rench  in  Swampscott  elementary  grades.  We  cannot  allow  this  experience  to  be 
wasted.  Mr.  Blossom,  head  of  the  language  department,  and  Miss  Eileen  Soper, 
?acher  of  French  at  the  High  School,  have  already  met  with  principals  of  ele- 
mentary schools  and  sixth  grade  teachers  to  consider  the  steps  to  be  taken.  One 
bing  at  this  point  seems  certain;  we  shall  need  a  full-time  teacher  of  French  in  the 
ill  of  1962  if  we  are  to  make  the  best  use  of  the  work  we  began  in  our  fourth 
rades  back  in  1959. 
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In  whatever  program  we  establish  for  French,  we  shall  draw  heavily  upoji 
recommendations  of  Miss  Soper,  who  for  the  past  two  summers  has  been  selecte  j  1 
for  government-sponsored  institutes  in  the  improvement  of  modern  language  ill 
struction.  During  the  summer  of  1961  she  was  one  of  eighty  American  teache  ' 
of  French  selected  for  advanced  study  at  the  University  of  Tours  in  France.  Mi: 
Soper  will  observe  our  conversational  work  in  grades  four  through  six  and  sen' 
as  consultant  in  the  setting  up  of  the  continuation  program  at  the  Junior  Hig 
School. 

There  is  still  another  area  where  elementary  and  secondary  teachers  ha\ 
pooled  their  thinking.  During  1961,  principals,  sixth  grade  teachers,  and  sevent 
grade  teachers  of  English,  after  a  series  of  meetings,  supplemented  the  La?igua^ 
Arts  Guide  of  1955  with  a  statement  of  minimal  requirements  in  written  Englis 
for  pupils  entering  the  Shaw  Junior  High.  The  meetings  encouraged  an  improve 
understanding  by  teachers  on  two  different  levels  of  the  common  core  of  the 
problems. 

Another  group  of  elementary  teachers  carried  out  a  survey  that  inventorie 
texts,  instructional  materials,  and  goals  in  major  areas  of  the  curriculum  at  a 
levels  in  each  of  the  four  schools.  The  results,  which  will  serve  as  points  of  d< 
parture  in  subsequent  curriculum  work,  were  distributed  in  booklet  form  la 
September  to  all  elementary  staff  members. 

Two  curriculum  committees  are  currently  active.   One,  now  about  to  brin 
in  a  final  report  after  more  than  a  year  of  study,  has  concerned  itself  with  speci;  j 
consideration  of  the  gifted  or  talented  child  in  the  elementary  grades.  The  othe  j 
which  began  in  December,  will  examine  the  entire  social  studies  program  throug 
the  grades. 

Guidance  biitiates  Ten-year  Follow-up 

Another  survey  currently  under  way,  this  one  directed  by  Mrs.  Mary  Coope 
director  of  guidance,  is  a  study  of  careers  of  Swampscott  High  graduates  throug 
.the  1950-61  decade.  A  few  of  the  findings  to  date  may  be  summarized  as  follow;

Ivy  League  and  Conference  Schools  account  for  some  6%  of  Swampsco' 
graduates  enrolled  in  four-year  colleges.

khool  Committee  has  Unusual  Year 

During  1961,  the  School  Committee  met  31  times,  a  total  representing  21 
pecial  sessions  over  and  above  the  regular  meetings  held  each  month  from  Jan- 
ary  through  December. 

The  most  signal  individual  honor  of  the  year  went  to  Committeeman  Theodore 
I.  Sargent,  who,  at  the  annual  convention  of  the  National  School  Boards  Associa- 
ion  in  Philadelphia  last  spring,  was  elected  as  that  organization's  president.  No 
ther  single  event  has  ever  brought  to  the  Swampscott  School  Committee  comparable 
laltionwide  prestige  and  recognition.  By  virtue  of  this  distinction,  Mr.  Sargent  is, 
nd  will  remain  until  the  1962  annual  convention  to  be  held  next  April  in  St. 
.ouis,  the  number  one  school  committeeman  in  the  United  States. 

The  School  Committee  as  a  group  was  pleased  to  work  out  with  the  Swamp- 
:ott  Council  for  Public  Schools  a  set  of  principles  to  govern  their  cooperative 
ndeavors.  It  was  pleased,  also,  to  be  able  to  co-sponsor,  along  with  the  Teachers' 
Lssociation  and  the  PTA  Council,  the  Swampscott  Council's  outstanding  successful 
workshop  at  the  Shaw  School  on  November  7. 

The  Council's  workshop  program  succeeded  in  drawing  some  seven  hundred 
eople.  About  ihalf  this  number  had  the  good  fortune  to  attend  the  dinner  meet- 
ig  and  hear  the  address  of  Dean  Francis  Keppel  of  the  Harvard  Graduate  (School 
f  Education.  Nearly  all  attended  evening  panel  discussions  on  team  teaching,  (lay 
waders  in  English,  standardized  testing,  and  other  topics  equally  timely  in  their 
uportance  to  ^education.  Mr.  John  Lilly,  president  of  the  Swampscott  Council, 
nd  Mrs.  Ralph  Earle,  general  workshop  chairman,  deserve  our  praise  for  the  truly 
nique  success  of  this  enterprise. 

Members  of  the  School  Committee,  individually,  {have  been  active  with  at 
jast  two  groups.  Mr.  Chadwell  worked  with  the  Machon  Study  Committee  and 
dth  Messrs.  Buckland  and  Shactman  served  on  ,the  Salary  Study  Committee, 
elping  to  bring  to  completion  its  year  and  a  half  of  work. 

alary  Study  Committee  Recommends  Incentive  System 

The  (Salary  Study  Committee,  under  the  chairmanship  of  School  Committeeman 
lharles  F.  Buckland,  completed  on  November  6,  1961,  the  work  it  had  undertaken 
1  June  of  I960.  The  nine-member  body  recommended  an  improved  basic  isalary 
:hedule  and  the  addition  of  a  new  program  to  provide  special  rewards  for  (teachers 
"ho  may  qualify,  after  evaluation,  for  leadership  roles  in  Swampscott's  school  isys- 
jm.  These  recommendations  received  unanimous  School  Committee  approval  on 
fovember  21. 

Known  as  the  Swampscott  professional  Advancement  Plan,  the  proposal  em- 
races  both  the  increased  basic  schedule  and  the  incentive  features.  The  former 
rovides  a  Bachelor's  degree  minimum  of  $4500  that  advances  jby  five  steps  of 
300,  one  of  $250,  and  five  of  $200  to  a  maximum  of  $7250.  The  Master's  ;sched- 
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^ule  is  S400  higher  at  each  of  the  twelve  .steps.  The  Salary  Committee  felt  that  a 
sound  basic  schedule,  reasonably  competitive  with  any  in  comparable  communities, 
must  be  a  prerequisite  for  the  entire  phase  of  the  proposal. 

This  latter  part  of  the  plan  establishes  the  rank  of  Career  Teacher,  which  any 
faculty  member  may  volunteer  for  after  one  year  in  our  system  and  may  qualify  for 
after  an  evaluation  covering  one  complete  school  year.  In  the  interests  of  objectivity, , 
this  evaluation  is  to  be  carried  out  by  three  or  four  administrators,  never  by  one,  in 
accordance  with  a  point  system  based  on  a  standard  position  analysis.  The  Career 
Teacher,  once  selected,  plays  a  .key  role  in  curriculum  development,  in-service  train-  ' 
ing  programs,  student  teacher  supervision,  and  other  professional  needs  within  our 
schools.  As  long  as  he  fulfills  the  terms  of  appraisal,  he  may  advance  by  double 
increments  to  the  top  of  the  salary  schedule  in  eight  years  rather  than  the  usual 
twelve,  and  then  even  go  on  to  a  point  $1600  beyond  the  maximum  possible  for 
others. 

Believing  that  teacher  acceptance  of  the  Professional  Advancement  Plan  ^s 
essential  to  its  success,  the  Salary  Study  Committee  made  as  part  of  its  proposal 
that  the  ,final  evaluation  procedure  be  worked  out  cooperatively  by  faculty,  adminis- 
tration, and  the  School  Committee,  but  that  an  appraisal  method  similar  to  that  in 
effect  in  the  schools  of  Summit,  New  Jersey,  be  .provisionally  employed  at  the  outset. 
The  Teachers'  Association,  through  its  president,  Mr.  Donald  C.  Hammond,  has 
indicated  its  acceptance  of  the  .total  plan  as  recommended  and  is  now  engaged  in  ' 
studying  various  approaches  to  reliable  evaluation  of  teacher  performance. 

As  adopted  by  the  School  Committee,  the  new  basic  schedule  goes  partially 
into  effect  in  January  and  fully  so  in  September  of  1962.  Evaluations  under  the 
career  program  may  begin  at  any  time  after  January  1,  1962,  but  incentive  increases 
will  be  possible  only  after  evaluations  have  been  carried  throughout  one  complete 
school  year.  Thus,  the  first  double  increments  could  become  effective  in  September 
of  1963. 

In  ;the  final  stages  of  its  work,  the  Salary  Study  Committee  comprised  the 
following  representation:

Two  changes  had  been  made  during  the  lifetime  of  the  committee.  When  Mrs. 
Beatrice  Hutchinson  found  it  necessary  to  resign  in  the  spring  of  1961,  the  Teach- 
ers' Association  named  Mrs.  Ruth  Nickerson  to  succeed  her.  Mr.  Shactman,  after 
his  election  to  the  School  Committee  in  March,  became  that  group's  third  repre- 
sentative in  the  salary  study,  and  Mr.  Victor  Cohen  replaced  him  as  delegate  of  the  ; 
Swampscott  Council  for  Public  Schools. 

Snnifjwr  School  and  Adult  EdiiCdtwn  Increase  Scope 

Our  adult  education  program,  now  in  its  fifth  year,  and  our  summer  school, 
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in  its  second,  have  both  moved  significantly  ahead,  with  new  courses  and  additional 
registrations.

The  1961  summer  curriculum  included  typing,  algebra,  geometry,  remedial 
reading,  developmental  reading,  improvement  of  study  skills,  history,  conversa- 
tional French,  and  art.  Student  questionnaires  revealed  an  interest  for  next  year 
in  English,  Russian,  German,  current  events,  and  meteorology. 

Again,  the  summer  program  was  entirely  self-sufficient,  tuitions  from  students 
carrying  all  operating  costs. 

The  adult  education  program,  this  year  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Harold  I. 
Power  of  the  High  School  faculty,  started  off  with  sixt)'  more  registrations  than  the 
total  for  i960.  It  added  courses  in  vocabulary  building,  Russian,  and  foods  and 
also  instituted  a  lecture  series  devoted  to  local  town  government  and  a  Great  Books 
discussion  group. 

Repeated  from  previous  years  were  classes  in  music  appreciation,  world  and 
domestic  issues,  art,  furniture  refinishing,  typing,  knitting,  rug  hooking  and  rug 
braiding,  and  clothing. 

Approximately  one  half  the  adult  evening  program  is  carried  by  the  School 
Committee's  budget,  the  remainder  by  registration  fees  and  by  state  and  federal 
reimbursement. 

Machon  Study  Committee  Continues  Its  Work 

The  Machon  School,  as  well  as  the  High  School,  has  a  space  problem.  It  is 
perhaps  less  a  matter  of  housing  pupils,  though,  than  of  providing  room  for  a 
program. 

Machon  is  the  only  elementary  school  in  town  without  a  full-size  kindergarten 
room,  an  indoor  recreational  area,  a  kitchen,  or  adequate  administrative  quarters. 

A  building  committee  was  authorized  by  the  Town  Meeting  of  1959  and  has 
been  in  existence  since  then.  Upon  further  authorization  in  1961,  it  signed  an 
agreement  with  the  architectural  firm  of  Harvey  and  Provost  for  preliminary 
sketches  and  for  cost  estimates  covering  an  addition  to  the  present  structure.  These, 
it  is  anticipated,  will  be  presented  at  the  Town  Meeting  in  1962. 

Serving  on  this  committee,  with  Mr.  Selden  D.  Hulquist  as  chairman,  are 
Messrs.  Sidney  A.  Simmons,  George  A.  Chadwell,  Michael  A.  Palleschi,  and  Donald 
Goss. 

Our  Library  Services  Expand 

In  the  first  full  year  of  its  operation  our  new  Junior  High  library  showed  con- 
spicuous growth.  Figures  submitted  by  Mrs.  Priscilla  Moulton,  Shaw  librarian,  are 
enlightening:

Mrs.  Moulton  and  Miss  Trickey,  head  librarian  in  the  Public  Schools 
Swampscott,  have  together  appeared  before  the  School  Committee  to  report 
their  collective  needs  and  to  urge  strongly  the  initiation  in  1962  of  an  elementa 
school  library  program,  starting  perhaps  with  a  central  library  at  Hadley,  staff<> 
professionally  and  serving  all  four  schools.  This  same  need  has  also  been  stress- 
repeatedly  this  past  fall  and  winter  in  presentations  to  the  School  Committee 
teachers  of  reading  and  by  principals.  The  new  library  program  for  our  elementa 
schools  would  work  jointly  with  the  Swampscott  Public  Library  in  serving  t 
rapidly  growing  reading  needs  of  children  in  the  grades. 

In  Conclusion 

It  would  be  remiss  indeed  if  I  brought  this  report  to  a  close  without  menti<; 
of  David  Coughlin,  whose  death  on  Monday,  September  25th,  left  us  stunned  arj 
grieved.  Here  was  a  boy  who  symbolized  the  very  finest  qualities  in  all  phases 
his  well-rounded  character.  He  was  a  splendid  young  citizen,  athlete,  ar 
gentleman. 

This  was  a  sudden  and  sobering  experience  in  the  daily  round  of  our  scho 
life.  That  we  came  through  it  without  complete  shattering  of  morale  is  due  in 
large  part  to  the  innate  strength  and  great  natural  dignity  and  decency  of  tl 
student  body.  It  is  due,  also,  to  the  deep  humanity  and  firm  leadership  displayt 
in  that  very  sad  hour  by  Principal  John  I.  McLaughlin  and  Athletic  Director  Sb 
Bondelevitch.  It  is  due,  also,  and  in  very  large  measure,  to  the  heartening  examp; 
of  fortitude  set  by  David's  parents,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Oliver  Coughlin.  There  cou; 
never  be  two  more  devoted  friends  of  the  boys  and  girls  of  Swampscott  Hi^ 
School. 

I  should  not  conclude,  either,  without  a  heartfelt  word  of  thanks  to  the  mar 
colleagues  who  have  been  most  helpful  to  me  personally.  I  am  grateful  to  all  st^ 
members,  not  only  the  principals  and  teachers,  but  all  employees  —  and  especial 
Miss  Gertrude  Donlon,  whose  ready  fund  of  information  and  whose  alert  gO( 
judgment  have  kept  the  Superintendent's  office  on  even  keel  at  times  when  it  cou 
easily  have  foundered.  There  is  much,  too,  that  I  owe  members  of  the  School  Cor 
mittee,  individually  and  collectively  —  for  their  patient  indulgence  and  unde 
standing  and  for  their  willingness  at  a  moment's  notice  to  give  time  and  effort 
the  cause  of  Swampscott's  schools.  To  all,  my  most  sincere  appreciation.
